Articles of agreement made and entered into this Slat day of December, A. D. 1003, between the 
firm of Callaghan A Co.. of the dty of Chicago, of the first pert, and the State of Michigan, by its 
Board of State Auditors, of the second part ; 

Whereas, the party of the first part was the lowest bidder for the publication, electrotyping, 

Srinting, binding and sale of the Supreme Court Reports of the Supreme Court of the State of 
Qchigan. and the contract therefor has been awarded to them for the publication, electrotyping 
printing, binding and sale of said reports for a term of eight years from and after May 13.
